Edmonton, June 13— Alberta's share 
in the national war effort is becoming 
larger as the conflict drifts on into 
more bitter fighting in northerh 
France, A composite Alberta regiment 
is to be formed and will train in Ed- 
mnonton as soon as recruiting is com- 
plete it Was announced Monday last. 

Two Edmonton units will form part 


of this regiment. They are the 19th 
Alberta Dragoons, commanded by 
Lieut-Col. H, H. Wright, M. M., and 


the Edmonton Fusiliers under Lieut- 
Col. H. S. Davies. These units are both 
part of the non-permuaent force of the 
active militia, 

During the week Premier William 
Aberhart ventured to issue an explan 
ation of his much criticized remarks at 
a public meeting ii Winnipeg, in 
Which he is alleged to have charged 
the nations generally with having 
“fighting and quarrelling instincts.” 
The premier issued a statement sim- 
ply declaring that he had been ‘mis- 
understood.” Veterans in Edmonton 
are wondering how plain English such 
aus the premier is reported to have us- 
ed on the occasion could possibly be 
“misunderstood.” 

Training in the Edmonton air ob- 
servers’ school under the Common- 
wealth training scheme will be under 
Way here by mid-summer, according to 
Group Captain G. R. Howson, H. C., 
Regina, in charge of air training for 
No. 4 ‘l'raining Command, who was a 
visitor to the capital during the week. 
He said there will be 180 pupils train- 
ing with 12 large twin-engined aero- 
planes in use. ‘here will be no _ set- 
back in the plans for the observers’ 
school here he declared. 

During the week a new phase of the 
Alberta oil situation was brought to 
light in correspondence between |’re- 
mier William Aberhart and Mayor 
Lyle Telford, of Vancouver. 

The mayor told Premier Aberhari 
there is no possibility tor the expan- 
sion of Alberta oil markets. He asked 
whether it is possible to find why Al 
berta oil fields cannot compete with 
other producing areas, especially in 
Canada, Writing to Premier Aberhart 
he says— 

“If Alberta broadens its markets to 
the export field, it would of necessity 
have to compete with the internation- 
al oil prices and we are told that the 
Venezuelan and Peruvian are still 
cheaper. Is it not possible for us to 
find out why Alberta fields cannot 
compete in petroleum prices with the 
other peptroleum producing countries, 
especially in Canada.” 

Coal men in Edmonton issued a 
warning that there is danger of a 
fuel shortage in Alberta next fall and 
advised householders to get in a sup- 
ply by August it possible, The main 
factor likely to create the shortage is 
lack of labor, especially labor skilled 
in the mining trace. Similar warning 
was issued by coal men in the Drum- 
heller district during the week 

This warning was made more’ im- 
pressive by J. McG, Stewart, of Ot- 
tawa, coal administrator of the war 
time prices and trade board, who ad- 
vised householders of the need to 
“secure their supplies of coal for the 
coming winter at the earliest possible 
date.”

Much interest is being taken in the 
ettorts of Albertans all over the prov- 
ince to provide ambulances for use of 
the army overseas. It is now said by 
Red ross officials here that 16 of these 
vehicles are likely to be provided by 
the generous Alberta s.tizens’ contri 
butions, One ambulance has been given 
outright and five others have been 
promised. They cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $2,070 each, when fully equip- 
ped.

Krom Acadia Mr Rogers came to the 
prime minister's staff in Ottawa. 

Mr Rogers achieved recognition as 
a writer on ecovomice and constitu- 
tional questions, especially during his 
service as professo1 ol 
science at Queen's University, King 
ston, Ontario trom 1929 to 1935. 

Proud of his Nova origin. 
Mr Rogers senved his native province 
in 19384 as government counsel] before 
the royal commission investigating 
economic conditions there. His mother, 
Grace McLeod Rogers, was well known 
as writer of “Stories from the Land of 
Evangeline” and other books, 
Premier's Tribute to Deceased— 

* do not believe that | have 
known a more faithful public servant” 
Said Mr King. “I do not know that | 
have ever known a better administra- 
tor of public affairs. | have never 
knowh a more disinterested public 
servant nor have I ever known a more 
beautiful nature or a nobler soul than 
that of Norman Rogers.”

The prime minister broke the news 
to Mrs Rogers, the former Mary Fran- 
ces Park Kierstead of Toronto, and 
their two sons, Roderick McLeod and 
Alan MacNeil. 

“In the faith we will fight on, we 
will resist, we will endure, we will 
take the offensive, and we will win.” 

These words were found on a pad on
